Last year, I was hospitalized for 


nearly four months. My Medicare paid 
the expense as It was supposed to, but 
now I've learned that I have used some 
benefits that can't be replaced. I 
thought my benefits started over again 
each benefit period. Is this right, or do 
you not get hospltalization benefits once 
you've used them? 


Medicare will help pay for your care 


in a hospital for up to 90 days in each 
benefit period, according to the 
Department of Health, Education, — 
Welfare. 


But Medicare also contains a 


"reserve days" clause which grants 
you an extra 60 days hospital coverage 
(with a $52 deductible) in case you need 
it. 


As explained to you in your 


"Medicare Handbook," those 60 days, 
once used, are not renewable. You may 
choose to use them at any-time (once 
you become eligible), but you never get 
them back once used. 


This does not mean that you don't 


have the regular hospitalization 
benefits, which are renewed at the 
beginning of each benefit period. 


If you have further questions, call the 


local Social Security office at 874-8206. 
They will be happy to answer any 
further inquiries.

including CHS principal Gus Nelson, 
who said he has quit giving out mailing 
lists for seniors because of an influx of 
this kind of offers. 


'"There are a lot of these 'who's who' 


type deals offered to our students," 
Nelson said, "and the vast majority 
are trying to sell them something. I've 
tried to stop this kind of thing by not 
giving out our mailing list." 


Nelson said colleges interested in 


recruiting CHS graduates are being 
asked to visit the campus rather than 
contact students by mail this year in an 
effort to reduce the number of mailing 
lists sent out by the school. 


As you noted in your letter, the 


scholarships offered by this outfit are 
general 
scholarships 
available 
to 


students on a

whether or not they belong to this 
"society." 


"I'm not badmouthing this particular 


one," Nelson said of the society, "but it 
seems to be mainly a way to sell the 
student a directory."

How many different numbers 
are possible before the same number 
would be used again? 


A spokeman for the Social Security 


Administration's headquarters 
near 


Washington, D.C. said she had "no 
idea" how many different numbers are 
possible, but that the same number is 
never issued twice (unless by mistake) 
and that the Social Security people 
aren't worried about running out in the 
near future. 


Using the mathematics of statistics, 


the problem may be looked at as a 
statistical combination, where any nine 
digits out of ten possibilities (0-9) may 
be used in any order with repeating 
digits allowed. 


By applying the correct combination 


formula, it becomes quickly apparent 
that Social Security is in no danger of 
running out of numbers. About two- 
thirds of the way through Action Line's 
calculation, the number had already hit 
the trillions and was still growing when 
it ran off the edge of the calculator tape. 


I'd like to know If there's some 


chemical that can be put out In my yard 
that will keep the stray and neigh- 
borhood dogs out, and if so, where I can 
buy It.

Navarro County Sheriff, Walter 
Pevehouse, he became a deputy 
sheriff at the age of 21. 


During his six years as a 


deputy he served under Walter 
Hayes, John Stewart and Tom 
Wilson. In 1928 he ran suc- 
cessfully for office and served 
as sheriff for 10 years. 


HE LOST THE 1938 election 


and went to Dallas in 1939 to be 
a U.S. Marshal in charge of 
seven counties in the Dallas 
Division. After 10 years there he 
returned to Navarro County. 


In 1950 Pevehouse ran again 


for sheriff and won over a field 


•of seven candidates. He con- 
tinued as sheriff until his defeat 
by the current sheriff, Jerry 
Shelton, in the 1972 election. 


In an interview with A.P. 


Murchison last Fall for the 
Navarro County Historical 
Society, it was said 
that 


Pevehouse encountered many 
tough characters while he was 
sheriff, but never killed a man. 
The interview states that he 
"had a knack of getting along 
with people and getting the job 
done in a quiet unobtrusive 
manner. During his tenure of 
office things were quiet and law 
and order prevailed.

Hubbard school board asked 
to probe tax exemptions

HUBBARD - Charges that 


the 
Hubbard 
Independent 


School 
District 
may 
have 


granted agricultural produc- 
tivity exemptions to ineligible 
landowners were made 
last 


night to members of the Hub- 
bard School Board. 


Bill Ross, 
a resident of 


Hubbard, said that "as each of 
you (school board members) 
know, there have been rumors 
that certain individuals within 
this district have applied for 
and 
received 
agricultural 


productivity 
exemptions 
on 


their school taxes for which 
they were not qualified." 


Reading from a prepared 


statement, Ross said "I un- 
derstand this was brought to the 
attention of the previous school 
board on at least one occasion, 
and they chose to avoid the 
issue. 


"IF THIS IS TRUE, I could 


think of no better way to lose the 
confidence of the public," said 
Ross. "In fact, this may have 
some bearing on the outcome of 
the recent school board elec- 
tion. 


"To set all records straight, 


and to remove one source of 
rumor, I request that the school 
board investigate for accuracy 
all tax documents of those 
persons receiving agricultural 
productivity exemptions," he 
said. 


"I further request that the 


board require those persons not 
qualified, 
but 
receiving 


agricultural 
productivity 


exemptions, to pay their back 
taxes with interest incurred," 
said Ross. "In addition, to the 
person 
willfully 


misrepresenting 
the 
facts 


regarding his taxes, the board 
should impose a substantial 
penalty." 


KOSS SAID THAT if for some 


reason the school board chooses 
to 
not 
require 
ineligible 


recipients of the exemption to 
pay their required amount of 


taxes, 
"then 
the 
equitable 


alternative would be for this 
board to grant agricultural 
productivity 
ememptions 
to 


everyone. 


"This would mean a tax 


rebate to all landowners who 
did not receive an agricultural 
productivity exemption," 
he 


said. 


At the conclusion of Ross' 


statement, 
board 
president 


Mrs. Marianne Dunlap said that 
the item was not listed on 
Monday night's agenda, and 
therefore the board could not 
discuss or take any action on the 
matter. 


"However, we can give it 


consideration 
at 
our 
next 


meeting," she said. 


The first item listed on last 


night's 
agenda 
was 
an 


executive meeting, the purpose 
of which was to meet with tax 
assessor-collector 
Glenda 


Tekell. 


MRS. 
TEKELL WAS one of 


approximately 25 spectators at 
the meeting, and she requested 
that the board conduct the 
executive session in an open 
meeting, to which the board 
consented. 


Mrs. Dunlap said that "the 


main 
problem" 
concerning 


Mrs. 
Tekell is "one of public 


relations." 


Mrs. Dunlap said she was

Anticipating a possible ban on 


the sale of revenue bonds to 
finance new construction at 
Texas 
colleges, 
Navarro 


College trustees last night 
authorized the sale of such 
bonds before the ban passes in 
the state Legislature. 


But the board was told that 


the resolution simply paves the 
way for such construction in the 
event the college decides to 
precede, and does not signal the 
beginning 
of 
new 
building 


projects. 


As explained by Navarro 


president Kenneth Walker, the 
proposed legislation is aimed at 
state-supported senior colleges, 
at 
which 
construction 
is 


financed with state funds. 


BUT, DR. WALKER SAID, 


junior and community colleges 
such as Navarro must generate 
their 
own 
funds 
for 
con- 


struction. And that, he said, is 
an aspect of the proposed law 
which legislators have thus far 
overlooked. 


By passing the resolution, the 


board in effect authorized sale 
of revenue bonds — bonds which 
are repaid with income sources 
other than local taxes — to 
finance 
construction 
of 
an 


Allied Health Building, a Fine 
Arts Building, more student 
housing, and an 
agriculture 


building. 


Wording of the resolution is 


such that each project could be 
presented 
for 
action 
in- 


dependent 
of 
the 
others. 


Passage of the resolution means 
that, even if the proposed 
legislation passes, the college 
will still be able to issue such 
bonds in the future. Sale of 
revenue bonds will continue to 
depend on approval of a number 
of state agencies. 


"THIS WOULD NOT commit 


the board to build the buildings 
or sell the bonds," Dr. Walker 
said, "but if we want to keep 
this option open, then now is the 
time to adopt the resolution. If 
you decide not to adopt the 
resolution, then you may lose 
the option." 


Dr. Walker said the only 


alternative 
for 
community 


colleges 
to issuing revenue 


bonds is to issue 
general 


obligation bonds, which are 
repaid directly by local tax- 
payers. 


The 
resolution 
originally 


contained 
no 
provision 
for 


student housing, but board 
members decided to add that 
option to keep the resolution as 
flexible as possible. 


In other action, the board 


canvassed 
ballots 
from 
the 


April 2nd election and declared 
Jimmy 
Hoosier, 
C.E. Mid- 


dleton, and Charles Reynolds 


duly elected board members. 
Officers for the new board were 
elected as well, with the same 
slate being re-elected to those 
positions. 


LEIGHTON DAWSON 
will 


continue as board chairman, 
with O.L. Albritton serving as 
vice-chairman and Dr. Louis 
Gibson as secretary-treasurer. 


The board heard a report 


from Dean of Instruction Dr. 
Lary 
Reed 
regarding 
the 


college's new "management by 
objective" system now being 
utilized for instructional im- 
provement. 


Dr. Reed said the new system 


provides the college with its 
first "truly objective" criteria 
for evaluating faculty mem- 
bers. The plan calls for all 


faculty members to submit a 
list of goals and objectives each 
year. Content and scope of those 
goals is up to each faculty 
member, and each 
will be 


evaluated at the end of the year 
to see how successful each was 
in meeting those goals. 


In 
addition, each 
major 


department will establish goals 
to work toward. As a part of the 
system, the college will use this 
imput in budgeting for the 
coming year, Dr. Reed said. 


"This 
is 
a 
management 


system which causes continual 
upgrading of the educational 
system," he said. "It's a system 
that really causes growth, and it 
provides a very, very objective 
means to evaluate our faculty 
members."

Police will crack down 
on leash law violators

Residents who allow their dog to run free, in 


violation of Corsicana's leash law, may find 
themselves in Municipal Court now as police 
begin a crackdown on violators. 


Citing the growing number of rabies cases 


found recently in Texas, Police Chief Don 
Massey said his department has begun a 
concentrated effort to enforce the leash law. 


"We've had this ordinance for some time 


now," Massey said, "and yet some people still 
don't seem to want to comply with the law." 


MASSEY SAID HIS officers have been 


instructed to locate the owner of stray dogs 
and issue a citation on the first offense. The 
dog will be impounded as well. 


The citation will require the pet owner to 


appear in Municipal Court, and the owner will 
be subject to a fine of up to $200 for each of- 
fense. 


In addition to the court fine, the pet owner 


will also have to pay an impoundment fee 
which increases each time a dog is picked up. 


And dogs without proper vaccination tags 


will also be subject to impoundment as of- 


ficials attempt to prevent any spread of 
rabies locally. 


ALL DOGS IN Corsicana over six months in 


age are required a city license, and that 
license cannot be issued unless the dog has 
been vaccinated. The annual fee is $1. 


Police officers have been assigned districts 


to patrol for stray animals, Massey said, and 
the department will no longer issue warning 
citations to first-time violators. 


"This problem is getting pretty bad," 


Massey said. "There seems to be a general 
attitude of ignoring the leash law. With rabies 
being found in areas around us, we have to 
control our stray dogs." 


According to provisions of the City Code, 


licensed dogs impounded by the animal 
warden will be kept for six days before the 
city either sells the animal or destroys it. 
Unlicensed dogs are kept for three days 
before the city has the option to sell or destroy 
the animal. 


Persons who interfere with police or the 


animal warden as they attempt to impound an 
animal violate the city code, and may be 
charged with that misdemeanor offense.

Director Bobby Ross said the 
Friday date was chosen to give 
officials a chance to test the 
sirens 
during 
a 
workday 


situation. 


"Most tornadoes occur during 


the afternoon hours," 
Ross 


noted, "so this will give us a 
chance to evaluate how good 
our siren coverage is during 
that situation." 


The test had originally been 


scheduled for a recent Sunday 
afternoon, but was canceled 
when the National Weather 
Service issued an actual tor- 
nado watch for the area. 


ROSS SAID THE April 22 test 


will also be canceled in the 
event of inclement weather or 
an actual weather watch. This 
test will not involve the entire 
civil defense plan, since that 
plan has been put into actual 
use this year. Only the sirens 
will be tested to be sure that the 
warnings 
can 
be 
heard 


throughout the city. 


"This test will give us a better 


idea of our sound coverage," 
Ross said, "and allow us to 
make any changes we need to in 
the .placement of emergency 
vehicles." 


Meanwhile, Police Chief Don 


Massey is sounding out local 
manufacturing plants, schools, 
and 
businesses 
about 
pur- 


chasing special radio receivers 
which will give those businesses 


and schools instant notification 
in the event of a tornado or 
other disaster. 


Massey said he was en- 


couraging any business em- 
ploying 15 or more employes to 
invest in the $150 radio receiver 
as a means of best alerting 
employes in the event of a 
twister. 


THE NORMALLY SILENT 


receiver would emit an alert 
tone simultaneously with the 
activation of warning sirens, 
Massey said. Following the 
tone, a voice message will be 
broadcast by police providing 
detailed 
information of 
the 


approaching storm. 


"The larger plants probably 


have their own disaster plan for 
evacuating employes," Massey 
noted, "and this receiver would 
give them the earliest possible 
notification of a tornado." 


Letters have been mailed to 


most businesses and schools 
here. 
The 
companies 
and 


schools have been asked to 
contact Massey if they 
are 


interested in participating in 
the program. 


Any company which did not 


receive the letter may contact 
Massey at the Police Depart- 
ment and be included in the 
plan.
